The first meeting of Miss Wheeler 
with Mr. Edward Bulwer took place at 
a party at Miss Benger’s in October, 
1825. 
Thus Miss 
Wheeler describes 
her future husband: 
“He Lad,” she says in her autobiogra­ 
phy, “just returned from Paris, and 
was resplendent with French polish— 
as far as l*>ots went. 
His cobweb cam­ 
bric shirt-front was a triumph of lace 
and embroidery, a combination never 
seen in this country till six dr seve n 
years later ("except on babies’ frocks). 
Studs, too, except in racing stables, 
wi re then non est; but a perfect galaxy 
glittered down the centre of this fairy- 
like lingerie. 
His hair, which was real­ 
ly golden and abundant, he wore liter­ 
ally in long ringlets that almost reached 
his shoulders, 
He was unmistakably 
gentleman-like looking. 
Poor D’Or- 
say’s linen gaunt lets had not yet burst 
upon the London world; but Mr. Lyt­ 
ton Bulwer had three inches of cambric 
encircling his coat cuffs, and fastened 
with jewelled sleeve-links. 
And al­ 
though it wanted full five years till 
every man in society was caned, lie al­ 
so dangled from his ungloved and glit­ 
tering right hand a somewhat gorgeous­ 
ly jewel-headed ebony cane; and the 
dangling was of tne scientific kind, evi­ 
dently ‘learned, marked and inwardly j 
dighted.’ ” 
Shortly after this meeting begins a 
series of 208 letters, which the volume i 
contains. The cold formality of the first \ 
two or three soon changes to something 
more passionate. 
“It 
has 
already j 
been remarked.” says Lady Lytton's 
executrix, “that Mr. Bulwer’s letters to j 
Miss Wheeler exhausted the whole vo- ! 
eabnJary of amatory declamation; but 
their want of reticence and dignity too 
clearly betrays a sensual abandonment 
to what she called the ‘love of a 
Bashaw,’not concealed by the affected; 
but ponderous philandering of bis play­ 
ful correspondence under the names of 
‘Puppy’ and ‘Poodle.’” 
In the seventeenth letter begins a 
series of endearments, of pet names, of 
wonderful diminutives aud superlatives 
as extraodinarv as any that have ever 
been laughed at in a court of law. “My 
dearest Rose and darlingest Poodle,” 
headdresses Miss Wheeler, signing him­ 
self “Go own Puppo.” 
Here are a few 
examples from this bundle of love let­ 
ters : 
“ M y 
A d o re d 
P o o d le .— Many, 
many thanks for a darling 
letter. 
Me is 
so happy, 
me is 
wagging 
my tail and putting my ears down, me is 
to meet oo to-morrow.

call it the most active, fatiguing and 
vet delicious part of existence, instead 
of that pause and cessation of life wliicli 
philosojliters and physiologists will tell 
you sleep is.

For the curious in such matters we 
give one or two bits at random from the 
collection, examples which fairly serve 
as a sample of the whole:

Tile first of his letters from 
London is dated May 14, and they con­ 
tinue to the 50th of that month, u ln a 
Mrs. Bulwer returned to Woodcot, and 
subsequently removed to London.

son (Edward Robert; was born on No­ 
vember 8, I<831. 
They left England in 
the autumn of 18°3, and arrived at Na­ 
ples on the 17th of November that same 
year. The Diary fixes 14th J a n u a ry 
1834, “dinner at Lord Hertford’s, taken 
by Lady Chillum,” which agrees with 
dates given in the deposition of Rosetta 
Benson, Lad; 's maid to Laity Lytton. 
They returned to England early in tie 
year 1834. 
Letter number 2S4. date <V 
May 30, 1829, addressed to Mrs. Bul- 
ww, while staying at Tunbridge Wells, 
was the last one written for five years. 
On July 4. 1834. conies number 2"5, 
written to “Mrs. Bulwer, from the Cas­ 
tle Hotel, after a gross personal out­ 
rage. ” From this letter we quote large­ 
ly, as it is perhaps the most important 
in the collection: 
“You have been cruelly outraged— 
and I stand eternally degraded in my 
ow’n eyes. 
I do not for a moment I dame 
you for the publicity which you gave to 
an affront nothing but frenzy can ex­ 
tenuate—I do not blame you for expos­ 
ing me to my servants—for seeking that 
occasion to vindicate yourself to my 
Mother—nor for a single proceeding of 
that most natural conduct, which has 
probably by this time made me tile 
theme for all tile malignity of London. 
All rids was perfectly justifiable after 
w hat had taken place, and I have only 
myself to blame, for having been be­ 
trayed into such madness and giving

But I may doubt whether it was humane 
to tamper with so terrible an imfirmity 
as mine, to provoke «o gratuitously in

the lessening of that full fooling in the 
head, or headaches, which so often are 
caused solely bv the breathing of im­ 
pure air.—Ch if ago Standard. 
T reatment of D iphtheria. —In view 
of the general lack of information witb 
regard to the proper treatmen of diph­ 
theria patients the follow big resolution! 
adoptee ny the Philadelphia Board of 
Health are interesting and valuable: 
Recent investigations Ii ave proved 
that the poison of diphtheria is porta­ 
ble, communicable by infection, and 
ropable of reproducing itself outside of 
the human body, diphtheria must now 
be ranked os both a contagi ous and in­ 
fectious disease. 
The following rules 
are, therefore, more indurative than 
ever l>efore: 
I. When a child or young person has 
a sore throat, a had odor of its breath, 
and especiallv if it has a fever, it should 
immediately be separated and kept so- 
eluded from all other persons cloop! 
necessary attendants, until it be ascer­ 
tained w hether or not it has diphtheria, 
>r some other^ommunicable disease. 
2 Fvery p^-son known to be sick 
with diphtheria should 
be promptly 
and effectually isolated from Hie pub­ 
lic. 
Only those person* xx ho arc actu­ 
ally necessary should have charge of or 
visit the patients, and throe vititora 
should l>e restricted in their intercourse 
with other individuals. 
Children re­ 
siding in a house where there is a casa 
of diphtheria should not I** permitted 
to attend school. 
8. When a case of diphtheria is fully 
developed, the same precaution in re­ 
gard to free ventilation, disposal and 
disinfection of discharges, Indued body 
linen, etc., isolated during convales­ 
cence (or mar.ager tent of the corpse 
should death unfortunately occur), etc., 
tic., ought to bo enforced which have 
already been recommended in regard 
to small-pox. 
4 It is particularly important that 
pus.ais wh< <• throats arc tender cr 
sore from soy '.hum* should avoid pos­ 
sible exposure from the contagion of 
diphtheria. 
Children under ten years 
of age are in much greater danger of 
taking the disease, and after they do 
take it of dying from it, than grown 
persons. 
But adults are not exempt, 
and mild cast s in them may cause whole 
series of fatal attacks among children. 
5. Numerous instances are recorded 
where the contagion has retained its 
virulence for weeks or months, in cess­ 
pools, heaps of decay ing vegetable mat­ 
ter, damp wells, etc., and been cairi«*d 
for long distances in clothing, in sewers, 
in waste-pipes I rom stationary wash­ 
stands, and in other conduits. 
Hence 
all sew er connections and other carriers

Boom company cover the gap be­ 
tween its present terminus at Mon­ 
ticello and and Brainerd instead o f 
letting a third company come in.

Indian Commissioner’s Report. 


From the Philadelphia Times. 
The annual report of Hiram Price, 
Commissioner of Indian Affairs, shows 
that the policy of peace and education 
is no longer an experiment. 
It has 
been tried under adverse circumstances, 
and in the face of general opposition 
and indifference the condition of the 
Indain 
has been grately improved. 
Distrusted becall*© it was a new de­ 
parture from the traditional treatment 
of this delicate problem, its friends 
have never been able to command such 
appropriations as would give it a fair 
trial. 
The Commissioner shows that the In­ 
dians get from the government only 
about $7 [aer capita w itll which to be fed 
and clothed. 
At the same time the sol­ 
diers exiled to a frontier post to watch 
the Indian cost the government $1,000 
a year each. 
This is a startling dis­ 
proportion between the cost of food and 
clothing of police. 
This is especially 
true w jien it is borne in mind that on­ 
ly the smallest percentage of the three 
hundred thousand Indians in the coun­ 
try need any watching to keep them in 
peaceful lines. 
Among tile features deserving of com­ 
mendation as developed by the commis­ 
sioner’s rejaort are the schools, the 
courts for trying offences among the 
various trills aud the police organiza­ 
tion. 
The advantages of the school 
system are obvious and the young In- I 
diana have shown their ability to use 
and assimilate a certain amount of 
teaching without unfitting them for

The follow ing statem ent m ade by a friend of 
‘ten. G rant m akes clear the action taken to p ro ­ 
tect the general and why the m ovem ent for 
aising a fund was stopped: 
Tw o or three weeks ago there appeared to be 
Janger of a sheriff's sale of Gen. G rants offi- 
jial comm issions, sw ords, m edals, souvenie rs 
from foreign countries and other valuable per­ 
sonal effects. 
H earing this, and with w hat ap ­ 
peared to lie sure evidence before them that 
ianger of 
such 
salt was 
im ineut, some 
if Gen. G rant's friends resolved to protect 
:hese historic and treasu red objects, and also his 
Dther personal effects, by buying them at their 
tpp raised valuation, or at such sale, if oppor- 
iunitv offered,they w ould have furnished money 
for that purpose. 
In looking into legal points 
in the case, it was found it was contem plated 
is a friendly action on the p art of Mr. V ander­ 
bilt to obtain legal title, free from any fu rth er 
lien, and after acquiring possession to* proserve 
such personal effects and souvenirs for Gen. 
Trant 
In view of these facts and the letter of 
Jen. G ant to C yrus \\. Field, fu rtn er action 
aas dropped. 
T he generous offer of V ander­ 
bilt» just made known, preserves to Gen. G rant 
m d the Am erican people the treasured objects 
f was the purpose of his other friends to pro- 
■ect 


Vanderbilt an d G en. Grant* 
On the 11th in s t, Wm. H. V anderbilt of New 
fo rk addressed a letter to Mrs. U. 8 . G rant 
m citing the well know n facts relating to his 
oan of $150,000 to Gen. G rant w hich was 
iw am ped in the W ard failu re; the m ortgage 
given by G rant on all 
his estate, including 
iw ords, m edals and w orks of art, etc., and 
stating that by judgm ent these articles had 
•ome into his possession. 
Mr. V anderbilt con­ 
ducted by saying: “ Now that I am at liberty to 
'reat these things as my own, the disposition of 
;he whole m atter m ost in accord with my feel­ 
ings is this: 
1 present to you, as your separate 
satate the debt and judgm ent I held against Gen 
Brant, also m ortgages upon his real estate and 
ill household fu rn itu re and ornam ents,coupled 
only with the condition that the sw ords, com ­ 
missions, m edals, gifts from the United States, 
cities and foreign governm ents, and all articles 
of historical value and interest, shall, at the 
general’s death, or, if you desire it, sooner, be 
presented to the governm ent at W ashington, 
where they will rem ain as perpetual m em ori­ 
als of his fam e and of the history of his time, 
etc.” 
In response to this letter Gen. G rant 
w rites that Mrs. G rant cannot accept the gift as 
a 
whole, 
but 
“ accepts 
w ith pleasure the 
tru st, w hich applies to articles enum erated in 
your letter to go to the governm ent of the United 
States, at niv death, or sooner at her option. 
In this m atter you have anticipated the dispo­ 
sition which I had contem plated m aking of the 
articles. ’ 
To this Mr. V anderbilt responds that 
he regrets tire decision saving. “ I m ust insist 
that I shall not be defeated in the purpose to 
which I have given so m uch thought, and 
which I have so m uch 
at 
h e a rt 
I 
will, 
therefore, as fast as the m oney is received 
from sales of ,-eal estate, deposit it in the 
Union T ru st company. 
With the m oney thus 
realized I will at once* create with th at com pa­ 
ny a tru st with proper provisions, for the in­ 
come to be paid Mrs. G rant during her life, 
and giving pow er to her to m ake such disposi­ 
tion of the principal by her will as she may 
elect. 
On the 
sam e day Gen. G rant w rites 
that V anderbilt's 
“ generous 
determ ination 
compels us to no longer resist.” 
Later, on the 
same day, lire . Jn lia D. G rant w rites: 
“ U p­ 
on reading your letter Gen. G rant and m yself 
felt we would be ungracious to refuse your 
princely and generous offer. 
Hence this note 
to yon; but upon reflection I m ust state that 
I will not accept your m unificent gift in any 
form. 
I beg you will pardon this apparent 
vacillation, and consider this answ er definite 
and finaL” 
The above is the substance of the 
correspondence. 
W ithout explanation, which 
is not given, there seems to be a great deal of 
vacillation on the p a rt of the G rants, but their 
determ ination not to be the recipients of Mr. 
V anderbilt's great generosity m il be apprecia­ 
ted.

Lady Lytton left by will all her papers, 
including these letters, an incom plete 
“A utobiography,” and another MS. of 
autobiographic character, called “N em e­ 
sis;” and nhe was ho nervously anxiona 
that her intention should not through 
any inadvertence be frustrated, that she 
directed that they should not by any 
reason of any pretext, ‘however pladsi- 
ilde and apparently-truthful/ be per­ 
mitted to pass into tlie hands of any 
member of certain families she named. 
“My first intention,” aays Miss D evey, 
“was to delay this publication for some 
years; but 1 am com pelled to hasten 
my action in consequence of the recent 
appearance of the ‘Biography of E d­ 
uard 
Lord L ytton’5 for, although I 
m ight not to have considered it incum ­ 
bent on me to correct inaccuracies so far 
as 
the 
late 
Lord 
was 
concerned, 
yet 
in 
the unjust notices of Lady 
Lytton 
I 
feel 
that 
delay would be 
prejudicial tc the very object of my trust 
and tho faithful discharge of a duty I 
had unreservedly accepted. 
L et, then, 
these letters tell their own tale. 
The 
correspondence carries the reader with 
some 
intervals through the years of 
courtship and early married life, and it 
is remarkable that Miss W heeler’s le t­ 
ters over the same period are so care­ 
fully suppressed, thus affording reason­ 
able 
ground for believing that they 
would hardly support the general tenor 
of the ‘Biography.’ It may liea question 
of taste how far the publication of private 
correspondence may l>e justified, where 
it only supplem ents opinions already 
form ed; but there can lie no doUbt of 
its necessity when use 1 to redress wrong 
or to correct m isstatem ents that are 
not only false in them selves, but com- 
pel us to repudiate them with indigna­ 
tion as attempts to impose upon your 
credulity.” 
The first m eeting of Miss W heeler 
with Mr. Edward Bulwer took place at

His hair, which w as real­ 
ly golden and abundant, he wore liter­ 
ally in long ringlets that almost reached 
liis shoulders. 
He was unmistakably 
gentlem an-like looking. 
Poor D ’Or- ! 
say’s linen gauntlets had not yet burst 
upon the London world; but Mr. Lyt­ 
ton Bulwer had three inches of cambric ; 
encircling his coat cuffs, and fastened , 
with jewelled sleeve-links. 
And al- | 
though it wanted full five years till 
every man in society was caned, he al- \ 
so dangled from his ungloved and glit- 1 
tering right hand a somew hat gorgeous- | 
ly jewel headed ebony cane; and the | 
dangling was of tne scientific kind, evi­ 
dently ‘learned, marked and inwardly 
; digested.” ’ 
Shortly after this m eeting begins a 
series of 208 letters, which the volume 
contains. The cold formality of the first 
two or three soon changes to som ething 
inoro passionate. 
“It 
has 
already 
been rem arked,” says Lady Lytton’s 
executrix, “that Mr. Buiw er’s letters to 
M iss W heeler exhausted the whole vo­ 
cabulary of amatory declam ation; 
but 
their want of reticence and dignity too 
clearly betrays a sensual abandonment 
to what she called the ‘love of a 
Bashaw ,’ not concealed by the affected 
but ponderous philandering of bis play­ 
ful correspond “nee under the names of 
‘Puppy* and ‘Poodle.’”

On Thui’sday, tho 20th of August, 
1827, Bulwer and Miss W heeler were 
married in London, and tlie next letter, 
No. 117 is dated October 24 of the same 
year, being couched in the same usual 
terms. 
Then follow many others deal­ 
ing with dom estic matters, 
iu which 
occur such expressions as “ D o tako earc 
of ooself; neveV get out of bed without 
00 slippers,” gossiping alxr.it the pub­ 
lication of “ P elham ,” his engagem ent 
of servants, and so on. 
That lie took 
no sm all trouble in this w ork is evident 
from the m inuteness 
with which lie - 
enters into details of how the gardener 
and his wife were to go on W ednesday : 
“They are very nice people whom 1 
should 
like to attach to us, I have 
promised to lend tliern a bed and any 
other little articles of furniture we can. 
W ill you see. therefore that a bed is 
moved there, and a table andtw ochairs 
and anything else serviceable to them. 
See that they have a fire in their house 
on W ednesday, and send them supper 
and beer there. 
I prefer that to their 
supping at our house and )>eingcon­ 
taminated by our servants. 
tt< e them 
y o u r se lf, darling, and speak kindly to 
.iljem .” 
Then ho goes on in another letter: 
“At last me has got oo a very nice 
maid, understands 
dressm aking per­ 
fectly, hair-dressing and housekeeping. 
1 am to inquire her character to-mor- 
row and if it suits, she will come iu a 
week. 
I have also got a cook, a French 
cook, a man-rook. 
Now don’t frown, 
dearest! 
He will be very economical, 
and his wages are not more than a wom­ 
an cook’s.” 
Then he concludes: 
“The ministers 
are out—P eel is to l>e prime m inister, 
and my place and baronetcy to go to 
the d evil.” 
A daughter (Em ily Elizabeth) was 
born 
at W oodeot on .Tune 27, 1828. 
Lady Lytton writes, she was not al- 
i lowed to nurse her child, as it would 
; take up too much of her time from at- j 
! tendance on, and assistance to, her 1ms- j 
| band in liis literary labors; it was there- j 
I fore sent out to nurse at a neighl>oring j 
farmhouse; and in consequence of the 
1 separation, her eyesight became so mucii 
i injured from weeping that aiie was or- ! 
j dered to the seaside by her m edical ad- 
j viser. 
The death of this daughter on 
| April 29, 1848, from typhoid fever, ; 
j forms, savs Miss D ver, another tragic 
| episode in the life of Lady Lytton, as 
i is fully explained by two letters at the 
! end of the volume, one from Miss Kath- 
| erine Flanche tan eye-witnes.i), ih eo th - 
i er from the Baroness de Bitter, in whose 
1 charge Miss Lytton had been placed. 
M iss Lytton died at a sm all lodging- 
, house, No. 21 Peiham -place, Brornpton, 
i and not, it appears, at ivnebworth, as 
sta te d m tlie daily papers. 
On July 
12, 1828, he writes that he is vastly 
j troubled by four circum stances—first of 
1 all, about “de puppy p d ’gree” ; sec­ 
ondly, 
about de 
bartcy, which 
he 
hopes is certain; thirdly, about raising 
de money, which we can do! fourthly - 
j and worse than all put together—that 
j d —d Colburn (his publisher). 
And so 
tlie lettres go on day after day full of 


j uninteresting gossip about his books, 
j his dinners, his chances of being made 


comfort; and after the first nervousm s* 
of ‘a break-up’ is over, I know you will 
find a great relief in our relative change 
or position. 
For six years you have 
been 
to me an incomparable wife. 
That thought alone is sufficient to make 
me judge you leniently in the last year. 
W hether the change arose from too 
harsh a m isconstruction of my faults, 
from an erroneous estim ate cf my char­ 
acter, from 
that utter difference of 
tastes, habits au*l pursuits, which tim e, 
that wears away all gloss and all con­ 
cealment, marie more obvious and more 
irksome— whatever be the cause of die 
change that has taken place in your af­

For the curious in such matters we 
give one or two bits at random from the 
collection, exam ples wlueh fairly serve 
as a sam ple of the w’hole:

They returned to England early in tlie' 
year 1834. 
L etter number 284. datecbj 
May 30, 1820. addressed to Mrs. Bul­ 
wer, while staying at Tunbridge W ells, 
was the last one written for five year*. 
On J u l y 4, 1834, 
comes number 2V5, 
written to “Mrs. Bulwer, from the Cas­ 
tle 
H otel, 
after a gross personal out­ 
rage. ” From this letter we quote large­ 
ly , as it is perhaps the most important 
in the collection : 
“You have been cruelly outraged— 
and I stand eternally degraded in my 
own eyes. 
I do not for a moment blame 
you for the publicity which you gave to 
an aff ront nothing but frenzy can 
ex­ 
tenuate—I do not blame you for expos­ 
ing me to my .servants—for seeking that 
occasion to vindicate yourself to my 
M other—nor for a single proceeding of 
that most natural conduct, which has 
probably by this tim e made me tlie 
theme for all the m alignity of London. 
All this was perfectly justifiable after 
what had taken place, ami I have onl v 
m yself to blame, for having been be­ 
trayed into such madness and giving 
m vself, in a moment of passion, 
so 
wholly into tlie hands of my enemies. 
But I may doubt whether it was humane 
to tamper with so terrible an imfirmit v 
as mine, to provoke «o gratuitously in 
the first instance, to continue to sting 
and to exasperate, to lead me on step by 
step, to rouse me out of the restraints 
I visibly endeavored to put upon my­ 
self. to resolve on not allow ing me to 
escape m yself, to persist in stretching 
to the utm ost 
a temper always so 
constitutionally 
violent 
and 
stung 
now by a thonsatd cares and vexations 
into an irritable sourness, which com ­ 
mon charity m ight, if it could not for­ 
bear with, at least not unnecessarily 
g all—until at last sense, reason, man­ 
hood, everything give way, and I was a 
maniac anil a brute. 
1 doubt if that 
was humane. 
I am now convinced of 
what 1 have long believed; I am only 
fit to live alone. 
God and nature afflict­ 
ed me with unsocial habits, weak nerves 
and violent passions. 
E verything 
iu 
my life has tended to feed these infirm­ 
ities, until they have become a confirmed 
and incurable disease^ which nothing 
but a gentle pity, a forbearing, soothing 
watchful com passion—as of a nurse ov­ 
er a madman—can render bearable to 
to me or to others.” 
He then goes on to settle money m at­ 
ters. 
He gives his wife free choice of a 
residence, and, “as for the children, 
they are left com pletely with you.” 
He 
then concludes as follows : 
“I do not ask your forgiveness, which 
I know you would readily give, but 
which would neither remove my own 
soreness, nor raise my pride. 
I ask no 
forgiveness from Human B eing—such 
as I am I w ill be to the last, my own 
Judge. 
I have been niv own accns< r 
and my own punishment. 
I have not 
one particle of angry 
feeling against 
you; all my bitterness is for myself.

FROCEFDIXGS OF (OXGRESS. 


Senate.—A bill 
was passed directing th* 
tran sfer of one of the vessels of the Oreely re ­ 
lief expedition to the treasu ry departm ent for 
a revenue cutter for use in the w aters of A las­ 
ka, and authorizing the retention of the other 
tw o for use in the navy as surveying vessels or 
otherw ise. 


On Saturday, the senate was not in session, 
b u t the house did a good day’s work. 
Mr. 
Itandall directed the attention of the house to 
to the im portance of proceeding w ith the ap­ 
propriation bills, and w arned the house that 
unless the m easures wero speedily disposed 
of there was danger of an extra session of the 
1* orty-niuth congress. T his adm onition seemed 
to have the desired effect, as the house refused 
to take up th e public buildings bill, and p ro ­ 
ceeded w ith the navy appropiiatiou bill. This 
m easure was passed with very little discussion. 
The naval appropriation bill m akes provis­ 
ion for the naval service for tho six m onths 
ending Ju n e 30, 1886, on the basis of the bill 
which passed the house the first session of this 
congress, giving for each item of expenditure 
ju st one-half the am ount contained in the said 
bill, with the follow ing exceptions: 
F o r c u r­ 
rent expenses of the bureau of yards and docks, 
in lieu of one-half, o r #100,000, there is given 
#90,000; the cu rren t expeuses of the bureau of 
construction and repairs, in lieu of one-half, 
o r #501,000 there is given #-150,000; for c u r­ 
rent expenses of the bureau of steam engineer­ 
ing, in lien of one-lialf, or #375,000, there is 
given #280,000, together w ith the 
unexpen­ 
ded 
balance 
of 
8140,000 
from 
the 
a p ­ 
propriation 
in 
1S84 
fo r 
m onitors; 
for 
the pay of the navy and m arine corps there 
is given in lieu of one-half the am ount con­ 
tained in the said bill, a sum equal to the b al­ 
ance rem aining after deducting the ap p ro p ria­ 
tions for the first six m ouths from the whole 
sum proposed in the said b ill 
T here is noth­ 
ing in the bill for steel cruisers, ap p ro p ria ­ 
tions to com plete them having already been 
made. 
T he bill appropriates in all #0,120,155, 
which, added to the sum appropriated for the 
first six m onths ended Dee. 31, 1SS4, #8,860,- 
317, m akes the total appropriations for the 
navy for the . ntire fiscal year of 1885, #14,870,- 
472, o r $913,971 loss than app ro p n a te d for the 
fiscal year of 1884. 


Sen ate.—T here was a sh arp discussion in 
the senate on the resolution of Senator He.w- 
ley, calling upon the secretajy of w ar for let­ 
ters and docum ents bearing upon the contro­ 
versy betw een Gen. Sherm an and Jeff Davis. 
Mr. Vest objected to the resolution and m ade 
a speech of unusual earnestness, during which 
he said the passage of the resolution was as 
unnecessary as pockets to a shroud, and spoke 
of Jeff D avis as an old m an who w as broken \ 
down and seeking rest from such controver­ 
sies as was involved in the question the senate 
was asked to consider. 
Senator Ingalls stirred 
up the D em ocratic senators by some peppery 
rem arks w hich called out M organ, George and 
Lam ar, the latter gentlem an m aking a defense 
of Mr Davis against the charge of being a tra it­ 
or. 
The discussion continued for about an 
hour and was perhaps the m ost heated that has 
occurred during the past two years. 
Senators Wilson and M itchell introduced bills 
to increase the pensions of widows o r m inor 
children of deceased soldiers and sailors of 
the United States in th e late war, from $8 to 
#12 p er m onth. 
T he bill of Senator Mitchell 
also provides that the fact that a soldier or sail­ 
or was regularly m ustered into the service shall 
be prim e facie evidence of his soundness at 
that time. 
Senator Conger introduced a bill authorizing 
the secretary of w ar to negotiate for and p u r­ 
chase the Portage Lake A lliver Im provem ent 
Com pany canal and Portage lake and D ike 
Superior ship canal, the two canals together 
to form a w ater way across Keweenaua point 
from Keweenana b&v to Lake Superior. 
The 
bill also provides tliat the canals shall be a 
free w ater way after th eir purchase by the 
U nited States 


H ouse.—A bill passed authorizing the Chi­ 
cago, S t Paul & S t L ouis Railroad com pany 
to construct bridges across the M ississippi in 
M innesota and W isconsin. 
A bill was in tro ­ 
duced for the better protection of the N orthern 
and N orthw estern frontiers and to facilitate 
com m erce am ong the states. 
It contem plates 
the building of a canal through tiie State of 
New York, of sufficient size to allow the p as­ 
sage of vessels of war. 
D istrict of Columbia 
business was disposed of, and the consular and 
diplom atic appropriation bill considered. 


Senate.—T ho bill to repeal the pre-em ption, 
desert lands and tim ber culture law s, and to 
am end the hom estead law, passed tho senate. 
T he first section provides for the repeal of the 
pre-em ption law, this repeal, how ever, not to 
affect 
the 
rights of any person w hich are 
accruing 
on 
the 
passage of 
the 
a c t 
It 
fu rth e r 
provides 
th at 
any 
p e r­ 
son 
who 
has 
not 
heretofore 
had 
the 
benefit of the pre-em ption law, 
and 
who 
has failed from any cause to perfect the title 
on land heretofore entered by him under the 
hom estead law s, m ay m ake a second hom e­ 
stead entry in lieu of the pre-em ption p riv i­ 
lege winch is repealed. 
Section 2 repeals 
the tim ber culture law, w ith the proviso th at 
it shall not interfere w ith existing rights. 
Second 3 am ends the 
revised 
statutes so 
th at persons who have availed them selves of 
the hom estead law s m ay pay a m inim um 
price for lauds, after eigliteen m onths 'ro m 
date of entry, provided they file a p r limi- 
narv notice six m onths 
before. 
Section 4 
repeals the desert land act, 
except as to 
claim s w hich exist at the date of the passage 
of the act. 
Section 5 provides that no public 
lands except abandoned m ilitary or other res­ 
ervations, m ineral lands and other lands, the 
sale of which has been authorized by a special 
act of congress, shaLl be sold at public auc­ 
tion, < r by special or private en try ; all offered 
public lanus are w ithdraw n from ’m arket, and 
sh all be disposed of as nnoffered public lands. 
Mr. E dm unds introduced a bill authorizing 
the president to appoint and place on tho re ­ 
tired list of the arm y one person from am ong 
those who had been generals com m anding the 
arm ies of the United States, or a general in - 
chief of said army. 
Mr. E dm unds expressed 
the hope th at unanim ous consent would be 
given for im m ediace consideration of the bill. 
It would authorize the president to appoint 
<3-ii. Gi an: to th e retired list. 
In its form it 
obviated the difficulty observed in the Fitz 
Jo h n P o rter case. 


H ouse.—T he follow ing bills passed: 
C reat­ 
ing a United States judicial district in South­ 
ern C alifornia; lim iting the tim e for p resen ta­ 
tion of bounty and back pay claim s to three 
years from the passage of this act, and all o th ­ 
er chum s 
except 
pensions

vice of civil and crim inal processes issued 
by territo rial courts within m ilitary and Indian 
reservations and the Yellowstone P ark ; am end­ 
ing si -sion 1889, revised statutes, so as to pro­ 
hibit territo rial legislatures from granting p ri­ 
vate c h arters;reg u latin g appeals from the su ­ 
prem e court of the D istrict of Columbia and su ­ 
prem e courts of territories. 
It provides that

low< d from any judgm ent or decree in any suit 
at law or in equity in the suprem e co u it of the 
D istrict of C olum bia or in tne suprem e co u rt 
in any of the territories of the I nited States, 
unless tho mat ter in dispute, exclusive erf costs, 
exceed #5,000; to extend the law s of the U nited 
States over certain unorganized territory south 
ot tho State of K ansas; repealing so m uch of 
section 1218. ravised statutes, as prohibits the 
prom otion to the position of com m issioned or 
non-com m issioned officers in the regular arm y 
o f any private soldier w ho has served two years 
since Septem ber, lNjfi; 
to regulate the effect 
o f judgm ents and decrees of U nited States 
courts in any slate by providing they shall take 
effect by way of lien or otherw ise to the sam e 
extent and in like m anner as judgm ents and 
decrees of courts in such state. 
A num ber of 
m inor bills were passed, and the house a d ­ 
journed in respect to the m em ory of Hon. 
Schuyler Colfax. 


Senate.- T he senate, w ith only nine dissent 
iug votes, pas; ©j ihe bill presented by Senator 
Edm unds, providing for the placing of Gen.

world. 
This is seen not only in the 
governments, but in the family, where 
children obey and respect their parents 
more than do the children in our land. 
Our republican form of government 
does not seem to command the respect 
for authority that could be wished. 
In 
the old world, also, there is a great deal 
of devotion to pleasure. 
The orchestra 
is by the side of the workshop, and the 
theater and opera are well patronized. 
People flock to the beer gardens, and in 
fact a good deal of the time is devoted 
to 
sociol 
enjoyment. 
The 
speaker 
thought 
that 
in 
most 
respects 
America 
is 
to 
be 
preferred 
to 
the old world. 
Take it all in all, its 
government is tho most favorable to 
happiness and advancement of ar.v on 
earth. 
And it is right here in the val­ 
ley of the Mississippi that the highest 
civilization tends to move. 
The speak­ 
er gave an account of his entry into St. 
Petersburg. 
Notwithstanding his cor­ 
rection, they insisted on writing his 
name on his passport as Kobert, son of 
John or Ilobert Johnson, and as a sam­ 
ple of mankind he was, so to speak, 
dropped out. 
There was a great deal 
of importance attached to the matter of 
passports. 
The doctor found himself 
very closely watched. 
If he regarded 
any particular building or person or 
place attentively, a policeman was likely 
to be detailed to w atch him and all his 
movements. 
This espionage sleeps not 
night or day and one gets in a measure 
used to it. 
Great freedom is taken with 
the mails by the government. 
Letters 
are opened and 
scrutinized, foreign 
newspapers are closely watched, and if 
in any way objectionable to the govern­ 
ment, are destroyed or the objection­ 
able paragraph is blotted out. 
It is al­ 
most impossible to get any unfavorable 
comment on the emperor from any one. 
There is no free expression of opinion, 
for ( n one is sure but wliat he is being 
watched by government spies. 
The 
emperor is never seen on the street. 
\\ hen he goes out he is either in dis­ 
guise or surrounded by a strong guard. 
Assassins are known to be everywhere 
3n the alert. 
Especially Las this sort of 
thing existed since the assassination of 
Alexander II. 
The doetor strongly ex­ 
pressed his opinion that an absolute 
monarey is far preferable to this nihil­ 
ist despotism. 
The czar is absolutely 
the head of state and church. 
Of 
course the highest kind of freedom can­ 
not be found under such a government. 
They have a church in Russia which is 
called Christian, but the light of gos­ 
pel trnth is dim. 
Africa, w ith its pa­ 
ganism,is in a better state than Russia. 
The Greek church differs from the Ro­ 
man church in several important re- 
sjiects. 
It does not of course acknowl­ 
edge the primacy of Rome. 
There is 
no instrumental music in the caremo- 
nies of their religeon, but a great deal 
of vocal music. 
They claim a direct 
apostolic succession for their church. 
I’iety 
seems 
to 
be 
confined 
to a 
few. 
This 
is 
largely 
because 
of 
the 
ignorance 
that 
prevails. 
Even 
many 
wealthy 
people 
are 
unable 
to 
read 
and write. 
As the relig­ 
ious rites are conducted in the unknown 
Slavonic tongue, but few understand 
anything of 
it. 
Yet the 
Russian 
churches 
are 
constantly 
crowded. 
Shrines 
abound 
everywhere. 
The 
dead formality and rank superstitions 
of the Greek church calls loudly for 
another Luther. 
There are Protestant 
churches in Russia. 
They 
are not 
molested so long as they make no at­ 
tempt to proselyte. 
The speaker paid 
a high tribute to the work of Pashkoff 
in Russia. 
He thought Christianity 
was 
needed greatly. 
It would give 
Russia greater prosperity than she has 
yet 
known. 
It would soon drive 
nihilism to the wall. The doctor thought 
the Russian railroad system better thau 
the English. 
It is borrowed from tht 
American system. 


Indian Commissioner’s Report. 


From the P hiladelphia Times. 
The annual report of Hiram Price, 
Commissioner of Indian Affairs, show's 
that the policy of peace and education 
is no longer an experiment. 
It has 
been tried under ad verse circumstances, 
and in the face of general opposition 
and indifference the condition of the 
Iiulain 
has l>een grately improved. 
Distrusted because it was a new de­ 
parture from the traditional treatment 
of this delicate problem, its friends 
have never been able to command such 
appropriations as would give it a fair 
trial. 
The Commissioner shows that the In­ 
dians get from the government only 
about $7 per capita with which to be fed 
and clothed. 
At the same time the sol­ 
diers exiled to a frontier post to watch 
the Indian cost the government $1,000 
a year each. 
This is a startling dis­ 
proportion between the cost of food and 
clothing of police. 
This is especially 
true wjhen it is borne in mind that on­ 
ly the smallest percentage of the three 
hundred thousand Indians in the coun­ 
try need any watching to keep them in 
peaceful lines. 
Among the features deserving of com­ 
mendation as developed by the commis­ 
sioner's report are the schools, the 
courts for trying offences among the 
various tribes and the police organiza­ 
tion. 
The advantages of the school 
system are obvious and the young In­ 
dians have shown their ability to use 
and assimilate 
a 
certain amount of 
teaching without 
unfitting them for 
learning 
those 
habits 
of 
industry 
so desirable and neeessarv if the race 
is to be raised permanently from its sav­ 
age condition. 
They have also taken 
kindly to courts and juries for the trial 
of offenses of one Indian against another, 
all the testimony ot both officials and 
philanthropists agreeing that justise lias 
been secured to a surprising degree from 
its brief trial. 
The same is true of the 
police system, by which each tribe is 
held to a certain responsibility for pre­ 
serving its own peace and quiet. 
The only excuse in treating this im­ 
portant problem with 
such exacting 
parsimony as has heretofore character­ 
ized is the bad character of the agents 
and trailers sent to the reservations. 
But even in this respect the improve­ 
ment lias been very marked since the 
inauguration of the system of feeding 
instead of shooting Indians f >r pastime. 
If senators and representatives would 
give some real consideration to this im ­ 
portant question and learn that it was 
essential to carry out Indian treaties in 
order to preserve tho honor of the coun­ 
try, they would scarcely hesitate any 
longer to vote the sums necessary for 
making a civilized and self-supporting 
population out of a hitherto trouble­ 
some and costly one.
